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An  attempted  suicide  over  the  "aster  vreeP:- 
end  was  added  to  oar  list  of  bizarre  episodes 
involving  suicides  and  self-mutilation. 

Assistant  Recreation  Director  Glen  Granger 
fo\md  the  unidentified  innate  tied  spread- 
eagled  to  the  gym  yard  fence  over  a  pile  of 
burning  wood  chips.  It  has  yet  to  be  deter- 
mined if  another  inmate  was  involved  although 
assistance  by  another  was  inferred  because  of 
human  physical  limitations. 

Granger  was  alerted  when  the  gym  tower 
called  to  report  a  fire  burning  in  the  yard, 
;ie  said  the  fact  that  an  inmate  was  behind 
the  billowing  smoke  ^-ras  not  knovm  until  after 
liberal  application  of  a  fire  extinguisher, 
"ad  not  help  arrived  vfhen  it  did  the  inmate 
would  have  succumbed  to  smoke  inhalation. 

The  two  guards  assigned  to  gym  and  yard 
super^/ision  at  the  time  were  reprimanded.  The 
inmate  was  taken  to  the  infirmary.

We  have  all  heard  the  horror  stories  from 
prisoners  retiiming  from  the  halfway  houses 
for  petty  rule  infractions  and  other  tales  of 
woe.  The  "  Express  "  sent  Barry  Vitalis  to 
interview  the  man  who  helps  to  send  us  to  a 
halfway  house ,  and  the  man  who  often  sends  us 
back, 

A  telephone  interview  with  Dave  Armstrong 
director  of  the  Alpha  'louse  in  Billings,  pro- 
duced some  enlightening  smswers  which  were 
sometimes  in  conflict  vrith  comments  elicitted' 
from  Pat  Wamecke,  Associate  'varden  of  Treat- 
ment here  at  I-:3P. 

Alpha  House  operates  as  a  private  estab- 
lishment receiving  state  funding  on  a  per- 
resident  basis  until  that  resident  secures 
employment  and  is  able  to  pay  room  and  board. 


Life  Skills  Center  in  Kissoula,  was  taken 
over  by  the  state  less  than  a  year  ago  and  is 
entirely  state  funded.  Formerly  a  private  or- 
ganization, it's  shorter  program  emphasizes 
attitude . 

"  The  halfway  house  has  the  final  say  as 
to  whom  actually  go  to  either  halfway  house 
currently  functioning  in  I.ontana,  "  Wamecke 
stated. 

According  to  him  80%  make  it  successfully 
through  the  halfv;ay  house  programs.  "Two- 
thirds  of  the  people  we  recomnenrl  are  usually 
accepted,"  he  said.  "Alpha  House  is  the  more 
established  of  the  tvjo  and  the  Life  Jkills 
'Jenter  tends  to  be  loosening  up." 

However  it  is  up  to  the  parole  board  and 
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The  expansion  of  the  prison  was  not  a  new 
idea  conceived  after  the  rebellious  March 
frolic.  It  has  been  a  long  standin??  goal  for 
many  years,  and  as  we  heard  'iardcn  ''isley  say 
on  television, there  will  be  more  buildings  to 
come.  But  that's  pld  news,  'fhat  are  '.JVl  .rjoing 
to  do  in  the  coming  years  ? 

How  about  improving  our  stay  vfhile  we're 
here? 

After  all  vrt^o  runs  our  everyday  functions? 

Who  operates  our  groups  and  social  events? 

'.'flno  serves  our  food? 

V/ho  was  it  that  stopped  third-party  hobby 
from  coming  in? 

V/ho  operates  our  TV  station? 

VJho  throws  trash  in  our  yards? 

Who  wears  rags? 

Vn-io  cain't  keep  their  business  out  of  the 
maji's  face? 

Insert  "We  do,"  and  win  a  free  trip  to 
reality, 

■■fl-ien  we  stop  being  ignorant  -  when  we  stop 
messing  up  OUR  home  -  when  we  stop  attacking 
the  system  by  breaking  up  OUR  furniture, 
tearing  OUR  clothes,  throwing  away  OUR  eating 
utensils  -  then  we  can  stop  giving  the  guards 
excuses  for  not  doing  their  jobs. 

As  long  as  we  continue  to  play  "Weekender" 
and  think  "Short-Term"  this  place  will  be 
nothing  more  than  a  day-care  center. 

We  can  not  stop  what  was  on  the  drawing 
board  ten  years  ago,  but  we  sure  as  hell  can 
determine  how  we'll  live  in  the  next  ten.

Just  about  everybody  will  agree  that  pri- 
son is  a  bad  place  to  be,  I  ajn  not  implying 
that  Montana's  prison  is  as  bad  a  place  to  do 
time  as  most  other  prisons,  but  it's  still  a 
prison  and  almost  everyone  in  here  would  like 
to  get  out. 

The  other  day  a  close  friend  of  mine  was 
preparing  for  a  parole  board  appearance.  He 
wrote  to  his  parents  telling  them  about  his 
plans,  and  I.  guess  he  asked  them  for  help, 
Well,  I  didn't  read  the  letter  that  he  wrote 
to  them,  but  I  can  pretty  well  imagine  the 
gist  of  it,  'lis  mother  wrote  back  to  him  and 
told  hin  that  maybe  he  should  stay  in  prison 
cause  things  were  bad  out  there  too.  His  ovm 
mother  told  hin  that!  '.rnat  happens  to  men 
whose  own  parents  don't  care  to  make  an  offer 
of  assistance? 

"y  friend  was  denied  his  parole  board 
hearing  and  I  Imow  it  bothered  him  though  he 
played  it  off  pretty  vfell,  out  I  cam  tell  you 
that  the  letter  from  his  mother  hirrt  him  more 
than  the  denial  did.  He  was  still  a  boy  vjhen 
they  locked  him  up  thirteen  years  ago. 

My  friend  doesn't  have  very  much  education 
and  has  very  few  job  skills  that  would  be  use 
full  out  there  in  society, He  isn't  a  bad  per- 
son, only  one  of  societies  rejects  lost  in  the 
system.  Yet,  he  is  excellent  with  his  hands 
and  works  long  hours  producing  quality  craft 
products.  He  doesn't  steal.  He  pays  his  debts 
and  he  doesn't  lie  about  anything  that  matters. 
He  does  a  pretty  good  job  of  getting  along 
with  others  in  a  place  i^fhere  there  is  so  many 
hard  to  get-along-;iith  people, 

I  don't  understand  why  this  man  has  to 
stay  in  prison. 

Two  other  men  that  I  Imow  and  work  with 
were  denied  at  the  last  parole  board  hearing. 
Both  of  these  men  had  more  or  less  fallen 
into  prison  by  mistake,  neither  had  a  prior 
criminal  record  nor  were  they  raised  into  the 
system  like  many  of  us  were.  Both  had  support 
systems  and  loving  families  waiting  for  them. 
Both  had  excellent  work  records;  had  gone  to 
every  group  and  therapy  session  that  had  been 
suggested;  had  no  vnrite-ups  and  no  disiplin- 
ary  problems.  Both  vrere  denied  parole. 

One  of  these  two  men  has  a  real  sharp  "Old 
Lady",  Hot  only  is  she  pretty,  but  she  is 
smart,  holding  down  a  good  job,  keeping  up  on 
the  house  payments  of  the  home  they  have  been 
buying  before  he  came  to  prison.  She  comes 
down  here  to  see  him  as  often  as  she  can,  but 
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after  two  denials  they  are  starting  to  drift 
a  little  further  apart.  If  he  doesn't  get 
out  she  will  probably  cut  him  loose  before 
vory  much  longer.  He  vrill  probably  make  a 
pavolc  after  ho  doesn't  Ya^.ve  anything  to  get 
on!.  CO.  Uothlng  is  worse  than  Icsinf  Si-Treons

A  v;elcome  addition  to  the  orientation 
would  be  a  seasoned  inmate  to  explain  about 
the  things  we  really  need  to  know.

Inmc-+='-5  of  the  uomens  prison  have  attract- 
ed a  good  deal  of  attention  in  the  last  ten 
years.  Thii  new  interest  derives,  I  think, 
more  from  a  general  interest  in  the  roles 
that  uomcn  occupy  in  society,  the  greater 
visibili"i;y  of  female  offenders,  and  the  move- 
ment for  adoption  of  the  Bqual  Bights  toend- 
r.ent  rather  than  any  changes  that  have  oc- 
cured  in  the  characteristics  or  behavior  of 
the  iroman  ininate . 

Therf:  are  more  vromen  involved  in  crime  to- 
day than  at  any  time  since  VJorld  :/ar  Two, 
Further  arrest  stastistics  indicate  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  vfomen 
committing  serious  crimes,  'iith  this  great  in 
crease,  judges  are  likely  to  become  less  re- 

'.luctant  to  sentence  women  to  Drison, 

Physical  conditions  and  day  to  day  living 

are  more  pleasant  and  easier  for  female  in- 
mates than  male.  Women's  prisons  are  found 
to  be  more  comfortable  and  more  attractive 
thain  those  provided  for  men.  It  is  not  the 
fear  of  violence  or  seximl  exploitation  that 
creates  a  hardship  for  the  female  inmates  as 
so  often  is  the  case  with  the  male  prisoner, 
but  rather,  it  is  the  adjustment  that  living 


in  close  proximity  vrith  other  women  in  com- 
muTial  confines,  and  the  strain  involvsd  in 
being  in  the  forced  company  of  others  who  are 
believed  to  be  untrustworthy  and  capable  of 
^rer'atory  tactics. 

Plus  there  are  STjecial  restrictions  and 
haidships  women  :;xperienci».  Although  more 
than  70>  of  female  inmates  are  mothers,  wf:  do 
not  have  c-iccial  provisions  for  pregnant  vro- 
men or  for  women  irith  children. 

In  most  prisons  the  female  inmate  is  not 
given  access  to  the  same  employm.cnt  or  train- 
ing as  male  prisoners.  The  average  number  of 
vocational  programs  for  men  is  10, In  insti- 
tutions for  women  it  is  2,7  ,  'iTiere  are  an 
average  of  3.2-  industries  ar.iong  the  men's 
prisons  compared  to  an  average  of  1,2  indus- 
tries in  v/omens  prisons. 

?or  a  small  proportion  of  those  ^.tio  have 
been  caught  in  the  maze  of  the  criminal  jus- 
tice system,  parole  represents  the  last  sta- 
tion before  the  doors  close  from  behind,  and 
former  inmates  are  free. 

Available  stastistics  show  the  percentages 
of  women  -.rho  are  paroled  are  only  slightly 
larger  than  the  percentages  of  men  vrho  are 
paroled  from  state  and  federal  prisa-'.s. 

Bemale  prisoners,  in  Bontana,  have  excel- 
lent educational  a,nd  physicai  programs  as 
well  as  job  opportunities.  Biscrim.ination 
suits  filed  by  m.ale  prisoners  have  the  poten- 
tial of  terminating  some  of  the  female  p-d- 
soners  em.pl o'_,-ment  opportuiiities. 

Bnoro  is  a  need  for  more  public  awareness 
ai-.d  ur.ccrstanding  of  the  female  offender  in 
the  criminal  justice  system,  and  to  develope 
alternatives  to  the  present  system. For  in  the 
lone  ru2-.  i  che  lega.l  rights  and  human  dignity

"I  like  to  come  out  here,  but  I  got  mad 
cause  they  turned  us  avray  twice.  But  I'm  not 
mad  today,"  stated  Donna. 

"It's  boring,"  declared  Slade, 

"I  like  to  come  out  here  to  visit  because 
my  dad's  here  ajid  I  love  him,  I  like  the  pop- 
corn balls  when  they  are  soft  like  today," 
responded  'Jendy. 

"I  like  to  come  out  here  and  play  with  the 
kids,  but  not  tommorow,  I  have  to  lay  dovm," 
explained  Derick. 

"I  like  to  come  out  here  because  I  get  to 
see  my  daddy,"  Slaina  told  us. 

"I  like  to  come  out  here,  but  you  can't 
play  cards  with  these  kids.  I  like  to  play 
cards  with  Bill  and  Brian.  Do  you  play  "ish?" 
i'iisty  challenged. 

In  front  of  the  guards  desk  there  arc  3 
rows  of  connecting  tables  with  prisoners  sit- 
ting on  one  side,  and  their  visitors  sitting 
on  the  other. 

A  screened  restrictive  visiting  cage  -with 
sliding  doors  on  either  side  divides  the  vis- 
iting room  in  half; 

"I  don't  see  why  they  don't  take  the  re- 
strictive area  out  since  it  is  seldom  used, 
and  put  the  guards  station  there,"  commented 
Suzanne,  a  visitor. 

"Then  they  could  move  the  guards  desk  from 
the  back,  and  even  take  out  the  bathrooms 
there  to  make  a  rumpus  room  for  the  child- 
rem,"  she  continued.  "The  atmosphere  is  more 
relaxed  and  friendlier  here,  thaji  at  another 
penitentiary  I  visited." 

Leala,  another  visitor  said,  "The  visit- 
ing room  needs  an  area  for  the  children  to 
■olay.  .And  it  also  needs  som.e  exhaust  fans, 
because  the  smoke  is  endangering  everyone's 
health. 

"The  visiting  room  is  not  large  enough  for 


the  size  of  the  population.  It  should  be  en- 
larged," she  commented  on  the  crowded  condi- 
tions, 

"I  feel  it  isn't  fair  to  be  turned  away 
from  a  visit,  especially  vrf-ien  the  inmate  is 
in  Close  1  or  Hax  II,"  said  another  visitor, 

"  I  feel  parents  should  control  their  kids 
, better,  and  teach  then  to  leave  other  people 
alone," 

"I'he  visiting  room  should  be  cleaned  more 
often , " 

After  looking  into  the  conditions  of  the 
visiting  area,  the  7-ibcrian  '."xpress  is  con- 
vinced of  a  need  for  immediate  changes.  V.'ith 
the  arrival  of  warm.er  •  -er.t.icr,  the  overcrovrei- 
ing  will  be  somewhat  alleviated  by  using  the

Any- 
one discharging  or  flattening  out  a  sentence 
is  seldom  considered  for  a  halfway  house . 

"They  are  used  as  a  pre-release  center;  a 
test  for  parole,"  Wamecke  stated, 

"The  parole  board  in  some  cases  will  re- 
commend people  for  either  halfway  house,  i.e. 
make  the  program  a  condition  of  their  parole 
plan,"  he  said,  "Or  we  can  send  someone  to  a 
halfway  house  six  to  eight  months  prior  to 
their  parole  hearing  and 'gamble  the  board 
will  grant  a  parole." 

"We  have  plenty  of  inmates  who  are  quali- 
fied for  halfway  houses,"  Warnecke  concluded, 
"The  number  one  problem  is  to  find  new  com- 
munities to  accept  them.  There  is  difficulty 
in  getting  community  approval  for  new  half- 
way houses  in  certain  areas.  Some  of  this 
can  be  attributed  to  prevailing  economic 
conditions.  Yet,  halfway  houses,  create  new 
jobs  for  the  people  who  staff  them,  and  bring 
money  into  the  local  community," 

"We  have  plenty  of  inmates  who  are 
qualified  for  half-way  houses." 

I  asked  Armstrong  if  it  was  difficult  to 
get  the  comm\inity  to  accept  Alpha  House,  He 
replied  that  Alpha  House  would  not  be  in  ex- 
istance  if  it  were  not  for  the  positive  sup- 
port given  by  the  community. 

"The  average  citizen  tends  not  to  be  even 
aware  of  the  Alpha  House,"  he  said,  "'Ven  the 
local  newspapers  and  the  business  people  ap- 
prove and  provide  positive  support , " 

I  asked  him  what  the  present  attitude  was , 
and  he  replied,  "Very  good,  considering  the 
state  of  the  economy,  3mplojTTient  is  open  to 
anyone  really  seeking  a  job," 

He  also  related  the  same  positive  attitude 
for  Alpha  House  residents  seeking  education 
and  counselling.  "Rimrock  Foundation  provides 
private  counselling  to  residents  for  $5  an 
hour  as  against  $^0  an  hour  for  citizens  of 
the  community," 

Does  the  Alpha  House  try  to  keep  a  lov/ 
profile? 

"We  did  at  first  hovrever  now  that  the  bus- 
ness  people  have  come  out  in  open  support  of 
Alpha  House,  we  are  gettinj  much  more  attrac- 
tive publicity. 

"There  have  been  only  four  or  five  resi- 
dents who  have  committed  new  crimes  out  of 
about  l60  successful  graduates  of  the  pro- 
gram. And  the  nevrspapers  at  least  did  not  ex- 


■ploit  the  fevr  exceptions," 

In  answer  to  hovr  many  people  make  the  pro- 
gram vrork  for  them,  Arnstron;T  replied;  "In 
the  Zj  years  that  we  have  been  in  existance, 
about  75!^  have  successfully  completed  the 
■pvo-rrrar^  vrithin  an  average  of  five  to  six 
months," 

Viy  next  question;  "Is  it  hard,  for  resident 
to  find  employment?"  Armstrong  indicated  that 
it's  not  true  us\;ially,  "A  lot  depends  on  the 
individual  and  the  people  sincerely  seeking 
employment,  vri.ll  -  usually  with'n  30  to  60 
days . " 

Alpha  House  works  closely  with  Job  ser- 
vice plus  they  employ  a  counselor  to  find 
and  contact  potential  employees. 

"'.fnat  are  the  main  reasons  for  a  resident 
being  sent  back  to  liSP?"  Brought  two  speci- 
fic explanations: 

"Use  of  alcohol  and/or  drugs  can  attribute 
to  90%  of  the  people  that  are  returned  to  the 
prison.  We  used  to  have  alot  more  residents 
walk  avray.but  since  the  new  law  ('Jhich  makes 
it  an  escape  to  walk  away  from  a  halfway 
house)  came  into  effect.  Host  do  not  want  to 
gamble  the  10  year  sentence  they  could  get 
for  leaving, 

"We're  very  concerned  with  a  resident's 
itinerary;  where  and  ^^rtlat  they  vrill  be  doing 
while  they  are  allowed  to  be  out  in  the  com- 
mionity. 

"Alpha  House  is  usually  less  difficult  for 
a  man  who  has  "oeen  incarcerated  for  a  len;;thy 
period,"  was  Armstrong's  response  to  the  next 
question;  "Is  it  harxi  for  a  man  to  succeed  at 
a  halfway  house  after  being  in  prison  for  a 
long  time?" 

"Normally  that  man  vo-11  obey  the  rules," 
he  said,  "And  he'll  enjoy  the  freedom  and  ex- 
tra privileges,  A  man  who  has  served  a  short 
time  tends  to  think  he's  on  the  streets  with 
no  r^^stricjtions^," 

"...Halfway  Houses  are  more  strict 
than  prison  or  parole." 

Wamecke  said  the  same  thing,  "A  lot  of 
guys  do  not  realize  that  halfway  houses  are 
more  strict  than  prison  or  parole.  There  is 
also  more  intimacy  with  the  staff  at  these 
places  than  here  at  the  prison." 

Alpha  House  has  a  final  screening  commit- 
tee composed  of  five  members.  Armstrong  and 
one  other  staff  member,  account  for  two 
votes,  A  commxanity  nember  such  as  a  lawyer, 
businessman,  or  even  a  housewife  have  another 
vote.  The  head  of  Probation  and  Parole  Ser- 
vices has  a  vote  as  do  the  Under  Sheriff  or 
the  Assistant  Police  I!hief,  It  takes  at  least 
3  out  of  5  votes  to  approve  a  candidate. 

"We  give  priority  to  inmates  formerly  from 


lloustone  .'ounty,"  Ai-'natron,-:  ansTrored  to; 
'  "nat  are  the  nain  reasons  for  refusal  of  a 
otential  candiiate?" 

'The  nature  of  onoc  offense  is  of  primary 
:^;icem.  ;.o  sex  offenders  arc  accepted  and  we 
.ually  prefer  that  a  man  have  a  non-violent 
record.  But  v;e  vrill  consider  a  man  v;ith  cer- 
tain crimes  of  violence  -  depending  on  the 
.dividual." 

/■Tiat  are  the  main  goals  for  someone  com- 
ing to  Alpha  .'louse?  Armstron;;^  broke  it  dovm 
into  five  major  sures.  The  first  and  most  im- 
portant being  that  a  maji  secure  some  sort  of 
steady  employment,  k  viable  alternative  would 
'oe  enrollment  in  the  Vo-?ech  or  pursuing  a 
college  education, 

"Some  sort  of  counselling  is  mandatory," 
he  stated.  "V.Tiether  it  be  drug  and  alcohol 
related,  mental  nealth,  or  marriage  counsel- 
ling, depends  on  the  individual  needs  of  a 
resident." 

Use  of  a  persons  leisure  time  is  a  major 
concern;  "The  majority  of  the  people  we  get 
in  here  have  used  alcohol  and  drugs  as  an 
activety  for  a  past-time,"  he  elaborated.  "We 
try  to  get  people  out  into  the  community 
by  encouraging  and  taking  them  to  local  sport 
ing  events,  movies,  rollerskating,  jogging 
and  bicycling, 

"A  person  is  eligible  for  a  3  hour  pass 
eifter  30  days  residence.  There  are  also  six- 
hour  passes  for  the  weekends.  After  60  days 
residence  one  can  get  up  to  a  3^  hour  pass 
through  a  sponsorship  program." 

Armstrong  said  that  spouses,  relatives  and 
AA  groups,  are  people  they  consider  bonafied 
sponsors. 

The  remaining  area  of  importance  regards  a 
residents  relationship  vjith  their  spouse.  "V/e 
try  to  establish  a  positive  support  system 
for  persons  who  are  mutually  interested." 

Lastly,  Armstrong  wanted  to  stress  the  at- 
titudes involved;  "We  have  quite  a  different 
attitude  here,  contrary  to  what  some  inmates 
at  MSP  have  been  hearing  about  A.H.,  We  do 
not  iTiaintain  a  police  atmosphere  and  we  try 
to  get  residents  to  reach  out  to  the  commu- 
nity and  make  new  contacts.  People  who  want 
to  make  it  -  do  make  it." 
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"He  had  grown  up  in  a  country  run  by 
politicians  who  sent  the  pilots  to  man 
the  bombers  to  kill  the  babies  to  make 
the  world  safe  for  children  to  grow  up 
in."
